IN IBKLAND. 


LONDON, Sept. 21.—The appearance of 


Mr. Gladstone at Westminster yesterday

A SERIOUS INSURRECTION. 


MADKIH, Sopt. 21.—A revolution was 


attempted Sunday evening by a number 
of the Spanish troops quartered in this 
city. The uprising was 'ill-planned and 
ill-managed and practically amounted to 
little more than a mutiny. The trouble 
was Inaugurated by a regiment of in- 
fantry quartered in the Gil Bins bar- 
racks. 
The 
soldiers 
revolted, broke 


down the partition wall that separated 
them from the quarters occupied by the 
cavalry, uml intermingled with the nici. 
of the two cavalry regiments, a number 
of whom joined in the revolution. 
The 


officers of all throe regiments did all in 
their power to dissuade the men from re- 
volting, but three hundred soldiers, after 
beating iv number of officers and wound- 
ing three, deserted the barracks and 
marched in 
two bodies through the 


town. One body went to the Prado, the 
principal park and promenade of Madrid. 
Two thousand troops wore qnarteicd in 
the Prado at the time, and the revoln- 
tlonists expected to be joined by them. 
Tho other bodv went hurrahing through 
the center of Madrid, calling on thn peo- 
ple to join in the revolution, crjinn: 
"Live the Republic," and making all 
kinds of threats against the monarchy. 
At this time the theaters and other 
places of amusement wore crowded. Tho 
populace were taken by surprise. 
In 


most of the 
public places the people 


flocked out in a panic. 
In all the enter- 


tainments were abruptly terminated. The 
streets were soon tilled with people, 
nearly all ol whom were terror stiickon 
because of exaggerated ideas of what 
was transpiring. The insurgents attempt- 
ed among their first exploits to secure 
possession of the arsenals docks and bar- 
racks, which they attacked v,ith open 
lire, but nil these place" were well and 
successfully defended and the rebels were 
repulsed. 
Finally their reverses drawing 


them together, the insurgents attacked 
and got possession of the Southern rail- 
way. 
By this time the authorities had 


taken in the situation and were fully pre- 
pared to master it. The loyal troops 
were 
marched to the 
railway, and 


after 
a 
short 
fight 
fbey com- 


pletely dislodged 
the 
revolutionists, 


who dispersed into the country, General 
Pavia pursuing. 
During the fighting in 


the city one ot the olliocrs loading the in- 
surgents was shot and killed. The rebels 
shot General Velarde for refusing to join 
them. They nlso mortally wounded Count 
Mlrasol, and killed a Colonel of artillery. 
Martial law was proclaimed throughout 
the city as soon as the condition of affairs 
was clearly perceived by the government.. 
The cmetite was a complete surprise to 
Madrid. Quiet was soon restored uflor 
the revolutionists wore driven from the 
Southern railway. 


A number of the insurgents were taken 


prisoners. This morning there is no ap- 
pearance of a revolution or oven of dis- 
order. 
When the insurgents fled from 


town forty of thorn compelled tlio station 
master to place at their disposal a special 
train with which they made their Ilight to 
Alcala do Hcnarcs. 
Government troops 


were soon in puisuit in another special 
train.

NOON—Additional parlinilars of Sun- 


day's revolt showed that the insurgent* 
also shouted: 
"Long live the republic, 


the army and Spain." 
A large nnmbel 


of civilians joined their ranks. When 
the authorities summoned the milllaiy to 
put down tile insurrection, the rebels 
made a stand for awhile auainst the loyal 
troops, and it was in the llrst brush be- 
tween the opposing forces that General 
Velardo and the artillery Colonel wore 
killed. When the revolutionists reali/.cd 
that the other troops were making no re- 
sponse to their appeal, they abandoned 
the fight In town and scampered lor the 
country, most of them in Ihc dhcclion of 
Alcala de Ilcnaies—a walled city Iu Neu 
Castile—and Dili, seventeen miles from 
Madrid.
